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Proposed holiday closing 


UNO Chancellor Del Weber has announced 
the University will be closed for 16 days during 
winter break to conserve energy, despite the neg- 
ative reaction of some of the staff members to the 
closing. 

The closing, which will go into effect follow- 
ing commencement on Dec. 22 and last through 
Jan. 6, 1980, will include holidays, working days 
and weekends. ; 

The University library, computer center, 
campus security, KVNO radio and KYNE-TV will 
continue on the regular holiday schedule. Labor- 
atory experiments in progress will not be affect- 
ed, Weber said. 

The 16-day period was extended from the 
usual 10. 

Six of the 10 working days in the closing peri- 
od will be covered by previously scheduled holi- 
days. These previously scheduled holidays are 
two days for Christmas, two for New Years and 


two from Spring break, according to Charlene 


Loomis, secretary for the geography-geology de- 
partment, who said she got her information from 
the Staff Advisory Council Tuesday. 

‘Loomis, a C-line employee, helped lead a 
petition drive among staff members that per- 
tained to the closing. C-line employees are those 
paid on an hourly wage. 

Two of the remaining four days will be 
energy holidays authorized by Gov. Charles 
Thone, and the last two will be covered by as- 
signed vacation days accrued by individual em- 
ployees. Employees accrue one vacation day 
each month. 

‘Employees could choose to take vacation 
without pay or if vacation has not been accrued, 
employees may take an advance on vacation

days that would be accrued in January and Feb- 
ruary, Weber said. 

Loomis was one of many C-line employees 
upset about the proposed closing. She and oth- 
ers collected 200 names on a petition that pro- 
tested not the closing per se, but the way in which 
it was handled. The library also had a list of 15 or 
20 employees opposed to the move. 

The signers of the petition support the clos- 
ing of the University for energy conservation rea- 
sons, but protest the fact the C-line employees 
were not formally told of the possibility before- 
hand or asked for imput. 

Most C-line workers didn’t hear of the pro- 
posed closing until the Thursday before the Fri- 
day Regents meeting Oct. 12, at which the clos- 
ing was approved. 

Originally, most staff members thought they 
would be forced to take four of the 10 working 
days as vacation. While happy to see that C-line 
employees will have to take only two days of per- 
sonal vacation, Loomis said “I’m still not crazy 
about the idea (of the closing).” 

“| think it was planned rather poorly.” She 
said she was sure the administrators had been 
discussing the issue for several months and 
could have warned the staff they were consider- 


ing such a move so the C-line employees could 


have planned ahead. 

She also criticized the fact that staff people 
will have to work five full months before getting a 
holiday break. 

The dollar saving of the 16-day recess is esti- 
mated at $18,000 for the period. The closing 
should also mean a daily saving of 1,025 gallons 
of oil, more than 81,000 cubic feet of natural gas, 
and some 19,000 kilowatt hours of electricity.

‘War of insanity’ plagues Ireland

“People always wait until its too late to do 
something to help their brothers,” said Betty Wil- 
liams, co-winner of the 1976 Nobel Prize for her 


peace efforts in Ireland. 


Williams spoke Monday at the first of the 
1979-80 series of the Academy, Business and 
Community breakfast lectures at the Holiday Inn 
High Rise. 

She became involved in the peace move- 
ment in Northern Ireland after witnessing the vio- 
lent and senseless deaths of three babies from 
the same family, and a young man. 

“| watched a war of insanity for 10 years,” she 
said. The incident prompted Williams and co- 
winner of the Nobel Peace Prize Mairead Corri- 
gan to organize a broad-based movement to end 
Protestant and Roman Catholic violence in 
Northern Ireland. 

Williams began her push for peace with a 
door-to-door petition drive asking for an end to 
war. Within minutes, she had obtained nearly a 
hundred signatures of women from the Catholic 
neighborhoods of Andersontown. Those who 
had signed the petition also began collecting sig- 
natures. 

The following weekend, Williams and Corri- 
gan led 10,000 people through the streets of Bel- 
fast. Subsequent marches united 40,000 Protest- 
ants and Catholics in a battle against war. 

“The British government can’t solve the 
problem. We must solve it, from the bottom up,

not from the top down.” 

Williams criticized the “billions of dollars” 
spent on arms each month around the globe. She 
pointed to a paradox in United States policy — 
that our nation works toward an arms limitation 
agreement and then our president approves the 
neutron bomb, “a dirty, little bomb.” The neutron 
bomb destroys people but not property. 

“We look into our histories but we never look 
into the future. We need to look out, notin, to look 
at this world and see what's going on.” 

The war has “got to stop. It's as simple as 
that.” 

Williams cited’ some of the problems in 
Northern treland that her group, Community of 
Peace People, is trying to deal with. Some of the 
worst. housing conditions and unemployment 
rates are found in Northern Ireland. One area has 
32 percent to 48 percent unemploynyent she 
said. 

In Derry; unemployment is “vile,” Williams 


said. Her group has funded 15 factories in North- 


ern Ireland in an effort to find jobs for young peo- 
ple, she said. 

She said the world media could help with 
world peace if they didn’t just talk about “what 
went wrong yesterday.” The media should print 
positive news sometimes, she Said. 

On the Irish Republican Army, a terrorist 
group, Williams said she and her colleagues do 
not continually condemn its members, but in- 
stead work “to change their minds. Eventually

The controversy surrounding 


Lewis and Clark junior high is 
not new or nerve-shattering; itis 
just an extension and example 
of what happens when people in 
power (in this case an instruc- 
tor) have an incorrect percep- 
tion of reality (i.e., referring to a 
ruler aS a “nigger beater’). 
Further, this situation and its 
“successful results,” should be 
viewed as only partially re- 
solved, and therefore the focus 
and fulcrum of this article will 
rest in presenting some “differ- 
ent’ views on the situation and 
the outcome. 
First, the Youth section of the 
NAACP did an admirable and 
Outstanding job in dealing with 
the situation — dealing, not 
confronting. The problem goes 
beyond the recommendations, 
perversely partial proposals 
and grotesque guidelines. What 
we need to see is that these are 
not solutions, for they do not 
,address the problem. For in- 
stance, some suggested the for- 
mulation of student advisory 
committees are important. They 
might be, but councils of pow- 
erless people do not a change- 


Some might argue that this is 
better than nothing, but my 
question is: How much better? 
Student advisory committees, 
like the Black Caucus, do more 
for the conscience of those in 
power than for those they pur- 
port to serve — in a word, the 
Status quo can use the forma- 
tion and existence of such 
groups as proof of their “benev- 
olence”’; but what we must un- 


derstand is that the very fact 
that these types of groups exist 
is evidence that something is 
amiss in regard to “equal repre- 
sentation.” These are merely 
“wish and hope” positions — 
wish for change and hope that 
those in power are in good

A farmer working 
in his field has more immediate problems to 
consider than those of a far-away country 
involved in a conflict that does not directly 
affect him. | 

It's also easy for the generation growing 
up now to brush off world conflicts. We read 
history books about World Wars | and Il and 
the Korean Conflict. Many of us just missed 
the Vietnam War, and despite movies like 
“Coming Home” and the “Deer Hunter,” we 
can't conceive of what it is really like to be 
involved in a war. 


Betty Williams’ speech was a timely and 
much-needed reminder that the U.S. is notan 
island, and that the world problems of other 
nations can affect us. It also reminded us that 
we need to support areas like Northern Ire- 
land in its fight for peace.

seek to avenge 
loss to Coyotes

The UNO Mavericks seek to avenge last year’s televised loss to 
the South Dakota Coyotes in tomorrow afternoon's clash in the 
DakotaDome in Vermillion. 

In the televised battle, the Mavs and Coyotes were playing for 
the league title, with South Dakota whipping UNO, 21-3. This sea- 
son, the two squads are struggling to keep their heads above water 
in the NCC. . 

South Dakota is coming off a tough loss to North Dakota at 
Grand Forks last week. The Fighting Sioux pulled out a 23-22 win 
on the final play of the game, protecting their number three nation- 
al ranking. 

The Mavericks, meanwhile, were busy derailing the Augustana 
Vikings. Mike Mancuso passed for 252 yards in the 34-13 rout. The 
Mavs are now 2-2 in conference play, half a game in front of South 
Dakota and Augustana, both 2-3. 

South Dakota presents a particularly formidable defensive 
threat lead by the NCC’s premier tackle, 6-4, 220-pound Dave 
Schwab. Linebacker Ben Long was the Coyotes’ leading tackler in 
1978. 

The Coyote offense features running backs Brian Barnes and 
Emmett Houston, a pair that combined for 1,060 yards rushing last 
year. : 
On the basis of good work in the Augustana game, junior Mike 
Lowe has won the starting job at split end, switching from his usual 
No. 2 flanker position. Also, juniors Bill Danenhauer and John 
Savage regained their starting offensive line jobs after a week's 
absence. : 

Sophomore Dave Soto regained fullback chores from fresh- 
man Mark Schellen. Junior Dan Severa and sophomore Rich Ma- 
hacek are starters in this week’s secondary. 

Senior Pete Marinkovich, thought to be Jost for the year, is 
back in action as the backup left defensive end. Also, fullback Tim 
Conway has returned to practice, though he will miss tomorrow's 
action.

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Shefte ready for spring ’80

After his first season in the 
Minnesota Twins’ minor league 
system, former Maverick base- 
ball star Rich Shefte said he an- 
ticipates bigger and better 
things in store for him at next 
spring’s training Camp. 

“I Know what it’s like now. | 
think I'll be ready for it,” said 
Shefte of the rigorous training. 
‘‘My goal is to make the Double- 
A club next year.” 

The Twins’ AA club, located 
in Orlando, Fla., is leaps and 
bounds ahead of Shefte’s 1979 
team in several regards, but the 
Bellevue native found his stay in 
Elizabethton, Tenn., rewarding, 
though not totally enjoyable. 

“People were always nice,” 
said Shefte of the townspeople. 
“It was like you were on a pe- 
destal. You'd walk down the 
street, and they'd look at you 
like something special.” Shefte 
said around 500 fans usually at- 
tended Twins games, anice tur- 
nout for that level of play. 

Shefte said socializing in Eli- 
zabethton was minimal because 
of a demanding schedule cal- 
ling for nightly games, some- 
thing that he said takes some of 
the fun out of the game. “It’s just 
like a job,” he said. “It’s hard to 
get psyched up every day.” 

Though the schedule may 
have been tedious, Shefte 
geared for daily playing, which 
meant playing with pain. He was 
struck on the elbow by a pitch 
but shrugged off the nagging 
pain because, he said, he was 
worried about losing ground at 
his position. 

Shefte had a 10-game trial at 
third base until settling in at 
shortstop, a position he won 
from his roommate. Shefte said 
his roommate, who later 
switched to second base, 
bowed out gracefully and “ad- 
mitted he was beaten out.” 


Once he nailed down the 
shortstop job, Shefte encoun- 
tered several difficulties. Re- 
flecting on the elbow injury he 
suffered, he said, “| gothit more 
times (by pitches) than | ever 
have.” Shefte attributed that to 
an abundance of. erratic and 
strong-armed pitchers. He said 
control, not speed, is the distin- 
guishing factor between 
pitchers on the various organi- 
zation levels. 

Initially, Shefte had to adjust 
his hitting to the equipment 
more than to the pitching, 
Switching from aluminum to 
wood bats. On the wood bats, 
required in the pro ranks, Shefte 
said, “You're not sure how 
much they weigh, and they 
don’t seem as lively. It may be 
more mental than anything, 
though.” 

Despite a modest .240 sea- 
son’s batting average, Shefte 
said he was not disappointed. 
“There were a lot of times | hit 
the ball hard but right at peo- 
ple,” he said, adding that his 
name was always on the lineup 
card. 

Posting that lineup card was 
manager Fred Waters, who 
Shefte said remained detached 
from personal involvement with 
the players. “He didn't really get 
close to anybody. He just stuck 
the lineup card up and that’s 
all.” 


Shefte said Elizabethton was 
the only team in the league 
without assistant coaches and 
that Waters devoted most of his 
coaching time to pitchers. 
Some batting instruction was 
provided during a visit by the 
Twins’ batting specialist, Tony 
Oliva. Shefte said the former 
major league star, whose career 
was debilitated by knee injuries, 
can still stroke the ball. 

While the contact with 
coaches may have been min- 
imal, Shefte said the parent club 
constantly monitors the play- 
ers’ progress. He said the man- 
ager calls the Twins’ main office 
after each game, adding that 
Minnesota owner Calvin Griffith 
personally “keeps an eye on 
things.” 

Apparently the reports on 
Shefte have been favorable 
since, as he noted, he would 
have been released by now if 
they were not.
